RELATIVE IN DEFENSE 





Official’s Brother-in-Law, 
Jeptha Howe, Was Re- 
tained by J. Campbell. 





Special Master Arthur B. Shepley, in 
his opinion to the United States Circuit 
“Court in the Morgan Jones suit against 
the Missouri-Edison and the two Union 
Electric Light and Power companies, 
will hold that the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., now doing business in 


St. Louls, is a trust, according to law- 
yers who have read the report. 

The Shepley opinion will serve to em- 
phasize the fact that Circuit Attorney 
BSeebert G. Jones has not taken one step 
to press. the quo warranto suit against 
Union Electric for violation of the anti- 
trust laws since his brother-in-law, Jep- 
tha D. Howe, the former Republican 
boss, was hired by James Campbell to 
institute a quo warranto suit against 
the West End Light and Power Co., an 
independent corporation. 

James Campbell is now president of 
the North American Co., which owns 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. and the United Railways Co. Camp- 
bell and others interested in the utility 
corporations of St. Louis undertook to 
shut out competition in the local light- 
ing field by instituting legal proceedings 
against the independent companies. 

Case Never Was Set. 

Circuit Attorney Jones had inherited 

from former Circult Attorney Sager the 


‘ quo warranto suit against Union Elec- 


tric. This suit was filed May 18, 1907. 
A demurrer to the States’ petition was 
sustained by former Judge Daniel G. 
Taylor Dec. 26, 1908, a few days before 
Jores succeede® Sager as Circuit At- 
torney. 

Sager was retained by Jones as spe- 
cial counsel in the case and filed a mo- 
tion before Judge J. Hugo Grimm, who 
succeeded Judge Taylor, asking that 
the order sustaining the demurrer be 
Ret aside. ' 

This motion was granted Jan. 27, 
1909. On motion of the State the 
court ordered the demurrer stricken 
from the files Feb. 5, 1909. The de- 
fense, three days later, was oNiered 
within three days to plead to the 
State’s charges, but the minutes do 
not show that any such pleading was 
filed. 

The last entry in the record of the 
Circuit Court was made June 24, 
1908, when the defendant’s demurrer 
was restored to the docket. The 
demurrer has not been set down for 
and there is nothing in 
the court’s record to show that Cir- 
cuit Attorney Jones has ever asked 
for a setting of the case. 

ecuted West End Co. 

A few months after Jones went 
into office in January, 1909, the quq 
warranto suit against the West End 
Co., filed at the instance of Howe and 
Hocker, acting for James Campbell, 
head of the electric light monopoly, 
appeared in the Circuit Court. 

Jones ‘has been active in pressing 
his brother-in-law’s case, but the rec- 
ords show that he has not turned a 
hand in the case against Vaion Elec- 
tric. . 

The Circuit Attorney admitted in his 
testimony in the #Vest End case that he 
believed Union Electric was a trust. He 
has stated at various times that he was 
going to push the case. 

After he had admitted that the quo 
warranto petition against the West End 
company had been copied in Howe's of- 
fice, and that Howe and Hocker had vis- 
ited him to bring the suit, he was asked 
if he was not aware of the fact that 
I'nion Electric has a monopoly on the 


’ @leotric lighting business of St. Louis. 


“T have a suit charging them with 
that,”” he answered. 


Admitted Forms Were Monopolies, 
The attorneys fer the independent 


company, in their answer, charged that’ 


the suit was instigated by James Camp- 
bell in the interest of the lighting mo- 
nopoly. In their arguments they 
charged that Howe was employed by 
Campbell because of his relationship 
with Jones. Later in his examination, 
Jones was again asked about the inter- 
est of Union Electric in having him 
bring the suit against the West End com- 
pany. He answered: ' 

“The Union Electric Light Co. and 
their attitude, and whether they would 
like to see this sult sustained or not, 
don’t make a bit of difference in the 
world.

W RIGHT PUPILS ARE 
TO NAVIGATE FLEET 
IN AIR IN ST. LOUIS 





Six Machines, Flying in 
Perfect Alignment, 
to Form Novel Exhi- 
bition—W ooster Lam- 
bert Fails in Effort 
to Buy Aeroplane.

LIS, Ind., June 15.—Thrilling as the 
feats of the Wright pupils here have 


been, St. Louis is scheduled to be en- 
tertained when the same aviators ap- 
pear there Oct. 8 to 20 with man-bird 
exhibitions many times more spectacu- 
lar and featured by a decidedly original 
sky spectacle conceived by President 
Lambert of the Aero Club of St. Louis. 
Lambert was here the opening days of 
the tournament. Before he departed for 
St. Louis he had made arrangements 
with Roy Knabenshue, the “showman” 
of the Wright Brethers, and the man- 
ager ef their pupils, for the program of 
the St. Louis meet. 

After witnessing the breaking of the 
altitude recerd by Walter Brookins, 
Lambert came to the conclusion that by 
the time the Wrights reached St. Louis, 
after appearing at half a dozen other 
cities, there would not be sufficient en- 
tertainment for St. Louisans in witness- 
ing similar feats. 

Military Maneuvers Here. 
He held a long conference with Knab-

enshue. As a result the Wright pupils, 
when they appear at St. Leuis, will go 
through a series of military maneuvers 
in the air. The six aviators will ascend 
at the same time and will give the avee4 
tators an idea of what can be done by 
an aerial fleet. 

The white aeroplanes will form in 
line far up in the sky, and will at-: 
tempt to keep in formation as ac-!| 
curately as torpedo boats in battle 
The Wrights are enthusi- 
astic over Lambert's scheme as one 
of their pet ideas is the establish- ' 
ment of aeroplane navies for the. 
gcevernments of the world, and they. 
will instruct aerial military tactics 
before the St. Louis meet. 

Another feature of the 8t. Louis 
tournament that Lambert arranged 
for will be the imitation of birds 
when migrating across the country. 
The six pupils will follow one an- 
other at a high altitude and then 
fly abreast and soar up and down 
like a flock of sea gulls.

Wooster Lambert Fails to Buy, 


Wooster Lambert left here for his 
home in St. Louis last night convinced 
that the purchase of an aeroplane is a 
more difficult matter than he had sup- 
posed. He arrived at the Speedway 
Tuesday morning and watched the 
Wright flyers the greater part of the 
day. He was so pleased with the ap- 
pearance of the machines in flight that 
he soon began talking business with 
Roy Knabenshue. 

He then discovered what many other 
aeroplane enthusiasts have discovered 
and which has puzzled them consid- 
erably. The Wrights apparently have 
no intention of selling their machines 
at present. Lambert was told that he 
could not buy @ machine, but that he 
could lease one for $7500 with delivery 
by next spring. Knabenshue explained 
the “leasing’ feature of the sale in 
this way. 

“We will not sell machines now,” said 
Knabenshue to the wealthy young St. 
“because there are hundreds 
of men who want to buy them for ex- 
hibition purposes only.” 

The Wrights want to have their ma- 
chines used by the amateur sportsmen 
of the country, but they do not believe 
_that this is the time to put the ma- 
.chines on the market.

MARS FIGHTS WAY. 
TO KANSAS CITY IN 
AEROPLANE FLIGHT 


Plucky Aviator Strikes Ad- 
verse Currents in His $5000 
Trial From Topeka.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June Ik—J. C. 


Mars is pluckily fighting his way east- 
ward in his aeroplane, the Skylark, in 
an endeavor to win a $5000 prize. He 
has cembated high winds, a weak and 
faulty engine, broken braces in his 
planes, and unknown territory. 

Before 9 a. m., when a little less than 
half of the Topexa-to-Kansas City trip 
was done, he was forced to descend at 
Midland, Kan., and up to noon had been 
unable to resume his flight. The weath- 
er, which in the early morning was ideal, 
had turned bad and a strong Kansas 
wind was blowing. 

Starting at 5:14 a. m., he had alighted 
three times before 9 a. m. and had cov- 
ered nearly half of the 67 miles between 
the two cities. 

At Newman, Kan., he broke two ef 
the braces in one of the planes. wth 
his pocket knife he shaped new supports 
from the limb of a tree, secured them 
with wire and aguin took the air. 

Narrowly Misses River, 

Mars landed at Midland, Kan., at.8:80. 
A choppy wind forced him to fly lew 
and he nearly fell into the Kansas 
River while rounding the bluffs at En- 
nis. He landed in a meadow, breaking 
his braces again. 

On leaving Topeka, Mars rose rap- 
idly until he had attained a height of 
about 1200 feet. A Rock Island fast 
passenger train was passing and the 
aviator took a course almost directly 
over the train. He held this position un- 
til after he had upassed Grantville, six 
miles east of Topeka, still flying at @ 
height of 1200 feet. 

Here he began to encounter treacher- 
ous air currents, which tilted his frail 
machine dangerously, and he dropped 
tc 100 feet, but finding the air still bad, 
he decided to alight and wait until his 
machinists came up. 

He attempted to alight in a small 
meadow, nine miles east of Topeka, but 
missed it and struck in a cornfield. As 
the machine bounded over the uneven 
ground two of the ribs of the lower 
plane were broken. He repaired it and 
at 6:34 a second start was made. 

At Newman, 14 miles east of Topeka 
the aviator landed at 6:40. 

His engine was working badly anc 
the plane which was -epaired at Grant- 
ville was broken again.

Rescuer Wears Helmet. 

They had stood about helplessly, re- 
strained by orders from what their su- 
periors called certain suicide, while An- 
gelo and Roland lay in the basement. 

They were powerless against the 
smoke until Flower arrived with a hel- 
met and air tank, which he donned like 
a diver and plunged down into the 
fumes. He bore the men out in his 
arms, one by one, vanishing again into 
the smoke as soon as he brought one 
into the open air. It could mot’ be told 
whether they were alive or dead, and 
the men were rushed at top speed to 
the City Dispensary. 

The flames originated on the first floor 
or in the basement, possibly from spon- 
taneous combustion, the firemen thought. 
The flames spread in a moment through- 
out the ofl-soaked structure, and extend- 
ed to the sale warehouse of H. M. Mun 
& Co., next door 

At the first alarm three companies 
responded, but when Chief Rucker per- 
ceived the situation and its possibilities 
of a conflagration, he turned in a sec- 
ond alarm, to which seven additional 


companies answered. 

Capt. Angele and Roland, soon after 
arriving at the scene of the fire, de- 
scended to the basement. They found it 
full of smoke and groped about forse 
time, and finally sought refuge behind 
an elevator shaft.

McMullen, editor of the Jefferson Dem- 
ocrat of Hillsboro. Several other ecribes 
displayed mustachios, but a surprising 
proportion of the delegates were young, 
clean-shaven men. 

Many of the editors were accompanied 
by their wives and children. The big 
steamer was decorated with flags from 
stem to stern, and from the texas deck 
the Sixth Regiment band of Cape 
Girardeau made merry music.

When a 
woman wants to buy a pair of shoes 
she reads all the shoe ‘ads’ in the paper 
before making the purchase. The way 
to interest women is not with recipes 

-and patterns, but with human-interest 
features. 

“Every reporter knows that he can 
get his best information from a wom- 
an. If he interviews a man, the man 
tells him the bare facts, but a woman 
tells what she thinks she ought to 

know.”

“T am with you,” said Councilman 
Espenschied, chairman of the Council’s 
Committee on Legislation, to H. H. Fa- 
bricius, co-author of the bill regulating 
the sale and use of fireworks and ex- 
plosives, following a public hearing in 
the Council Tuesday afternoon.

A new distributing ‘territory will be 
opened to the merchants of St. Louis, 
and the St. Louis trade district will be 
greatly enlarged by the new railroad 
facilities. Most of the stock of the 
Frisco is owned by St. Louisans, among 
the largest investors being John Scul- 
lin and James Campbell, The Southern 
Pacific is dominated by the EB. H. Har- 
riman estate. , 

The traffic alliance will connect the 
northern lines of the Frisco with South 
Texas and New Orlears lines at Hous- 
ton, will eliminate the necessity of. con- 
struction between North and South 
Texas, and will round out the Frisco 
line there. 

Leading System Is Formed, 

The two systems do not parallel each 
other, and their combined form will 
control to a large extent the railroad 
business west of the Mississippi and 
south of the issouri to the gulf and 
to the Pacific. The combined system 
will have a total of 23,000 miles of track, 
making it one of the greatest railroad 
properties in America. 

President Lovett of the Unton, and 
Southern Pacific railroads Wednesday 
officially confirmed the reports of the 
traffic agreement, stating that it would 
continue for 10 years.

August A. Busch, vice-president of 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Associa- 
tion, will return to St. Louis on or about 
June 23, when he will pass upon pre- 
liminary sketches for his country cas- 
tle, to be erected on the Grand farm, on 
the Gravois road, told of exclusively 
in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. 

Architect Robert W. Walsh of the 
firm of Widmann & Walsh is engaged 
on the drawings, which are to be com- 
pleted shortly. These sketches, which 
contemplate a building to cost approxti- 
mately $200,000, will be subject to change, 
accerding’ to the pleasure of the owner, 
and it is not unlikely that the struc- 
ture, before approved, may run up to 
$300,000 or more. 

“Gussie’’ Busch, as he is familiarly 
known, is destrous of having the finest 
home place about St. Louis. He already 
has spent $100,000 on the Grant Farm for 
improvements, consisting principally of 
rustic architecture scattered over the 
200 or more acres. This improvement 
has been admired by all who have vis- 
ited the historic farm, once the home 
of Gen. Ulysses 8S. Grant. 

Landscape Architect Julius Pitzman 
of St. Leuls has been engaged to fur- 
ther improve the premises, and he as- 
serts Busch will spend at least $50,000 
above the cost of his castle to set the 
latter off, 

“He contemplates a system of roads, 
lakes and sewers,’’ Pitzman said, “which 
will make the Grant Farm second to 
none in this country as a beautiful 
home place. 

“One of the most pretentious features 
will be the main entrance in the center, 
opening into a reception hall 24 feet in 
width. On either side of the hall will 
be the dining, living and hunters’ rooms. 
adjoining which will be the breakfast 
room, kitchen, servants’ room and. pan- 
tries.

Work has been begun on the tower, 
memorial entrance, and flying but- 
tresses, which will mark the completion 
of Christ Church Cathedral, according 
to plans made 42 years ago, when the 
church was opened for public worship. 
When completed, the structure will be 
one of the perfect specimens of early 
nglish architecture in this part of tne 
United States. | 
A new altar and reredos for the 
church is being made in England. It 
will be completed in time*to be installed 
as soon as the tower and memorial en- 
trance are finished. This work will take 
about a year, and will cost $75,000, _ 
The tower at the northwest corner of 
the cathedral will be 141 feet tall, and 
will extend 45 feet higher than the cross, 
which at present is the highest point of 
the structure, It will be 26 feet square, 
At the top it will have four pinnacles | 
of carved stone. The entire tower will 
be of Bedford stone. The windows will 
be of leaded glass. In the tower will be 
placed a chime of three bells. 
The 35-foot ornamental entrance porch 
and vestibule on Thirteenth street, will 
be placed in memory of J. B. Gazzam, 
who was treasurer of Christ Church 
Cathedral for 42 years. It will be of 
Gothic architecture, and will contain 
three large double doors.

McCormick and the Tribune, because 
Browne had opposed pet measures of the 
alleged conspirators. 

The opposition of Browne to the $16,- 
000,000 bond issue, favored by Busse, was 
given as the chief reason for the polit- 
ical conspiracy. 

This was brought out in the continued 
cross-examination of White. 

"Ts it not a fact that Browne, when 
you took that lake trip with him in 
1909, told you that the Chicago Tribune 
intended to oppose him because he voted 
against the $/6,0°°.000- bond issue?’ 
asked the attorney. 

White replied that he did not remem- 
ber such’a conversation. 

‘Is it not a fact that Browne also 
told you that if the bond issue had 
been pass« | part of the money would 
have been used toward the election of 
Robert R. McCormick for Mayor of 
Chicago?” 

“No, he never told me anything of 
the kind,’”’ answered White. 

In reply to Forrest, the witness de- 
clared that he had not been promised 
immunity from prosecution. Asked why 
he tendered his confession to the Tri- 
bune, White said that a friend had ad- 
vised him to. 

“Did not the defendant Browne tell 
you that the Tribune wanted to kill him 
politically because he opposed a $16,- 
000,000 bond issue which the newspaper 
wished to see authorized?’

Ehrhardt W. Franz, a Son 
and Heir, Demands $125,- 
ooo Share in Property. 





After an atte.ipt at a compromise had 
failed the hearing of the suit of Ehr- 
hardt W. Franz for the appointment of 
a receiver for the estate of his father, 
the late E. D. Franz, was begun. in 
Circuxc Court before Judge Muench 
Wednesday afternoon. The property in- 
volved is valued at $1,200,000. At the 
time of the death of E. D. Franz in 
1897 the estate amounted to $100,000, but 
profitable investments since have in- 
creased the value more than tenfold. 

The plaintiff avers that the will of his 
father bequeathed $1000 to each of his 
10 children, $5000 to a daughter, Adel- 
heide, with which to complete her 
course in music, the balance of the es- 
tate going to the widow, Sophie Franz, 
to be divided equally among the sur- 
vivors of the family in the event of her 
death. 

According to his petition, the plaintiff, 
under the terms of the will, is entitled 
to $125,000. He alleges that his mother 
had expressed to him the wish that 
she could retire from the management 
of the estate and that the work should 
be given over entirely into his hands. 
He avers that after his mother had 
nominated him as her successor to the 
management of the estate, her attor- 
ney, G. ‘A. Buder, induced her to exe- 
cute an instrument making Buder and 
Gustave Franz, a son, trustees, which 
she did in January, 1908. 

A deposition by Mrs. Sophie Franz, 
the widow and mother, is on file in the 
case, in which she denie# the allegations 
of her son, that Buder influenced her 
action. The deposition adds that since 
the death of Franz she has given each 
of the children $500 each quarter, with 
an additional $500 each Christmas. <At- 
torneys for plaintiff say that when the 
pending suit was filed, in February, 1909, 
Ebrharadt, the son and plaintiff, was cut 
off from these ,quarterly and annual 
gifts.

Injunction Against Curtiss 
and Paulhan Dissolved by 
Federai Tribunal. 


BOON TO AERONAUTICS 
Foreign Aviators Can’ Come 


Here to Compete Without 
Fear of Prosecuton. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Wilbur and 
Orville Wright have been badly worsted 
in a decision announced by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals which 
upsets the interim injunctiong in their 
favor against the aeroplane of Glenn H. 
Curtiss, and the Farman flying machine 


brought to this country by Paulhan. In 
its opinion the Court says: ? 

“In this record there is a sharp con- 
flict of evidence. All the statements are 
ex parte affidavits made without any 
opportunity to test their probative force 
by cross-examination. 

“Under such circumstances, it seems 
to us, irrespective to any other ques- 
tions in the case, that infringement was 
not so clearly established as to justify 
@ preliminary injunction.’’ 

The Wrights alleged their patents 
covered many devices and even the cur- 
vature of the wings of an ‘aeroplane, 
and that all machines so made without 
their consent were infringements. If 
their contentions were upheld, it would 
mean that they would have a monopoly 
and that no other concern could build 
or operate a heavier-than-air machine 
without their consent. 

Releases Other Manufacturers. 

The decision releases for the time al] 
competitors of the Dayton aviators from 
damages for manufacturing or operat- 
ing machines of construction other than 
Wrights’. The validity of the patents 
is not decided by the decision. 

The decision is likely to have a con- 
siderable effect as to the visit of foreign 
aviators to these shores. A few weeks 
ago Claude Grahame-White, the English 
aviator, who made the plucky attempt 
to fly from London to Manchester, when 
invited to come to America, refused on 
account of the risk of injunctions. 

It is also possible that the new phase 
will result in several of the distinguished 
foreign aviators coming to the interna- 
tional meeting here in October. It per- 
mits Curtiss now to defend the honors 
he won last year for America at Rheims, 
for the agreement made by Cortland F. 
Bishop as president of the Aero Club 
of America with the Wright company, 
preventing all meetings of flying ma- 
chines in this country unless under li- 
cense and arrangement with the Wright 
company, becomes vold. 

Curtiss Is Pleased, 

Glenn H. Curtiss said this morning at 
the Hotel Astor, where he was receiv- 
ing hundreds’ of congratulatory mes- 
sages: 

“The question is not yet finally settled, 
but I think there can be no doubt now 
about the ultimate decision the courts 
will come to. I am very pleased, but I 
am not surprised. 

“So far I have refrained from dis- 
cussing for the public the point: of 
difference between my machine anda 
that of the WmMights. The difference 
is fundamental. In the Wright aero- 
plane the movement of the wing-tips 
for balancing causes the machine to 
swerve from its course, and it is 
necessary to turn the rudder to level 
up the planes In my machine the 
balancing operation is entirely di- 
vorced from the operation of the 
steering rudder and the rudder is 
| never used except to guide the plane 
to right or left as in a boat. 

“Some have thought I got sugges- 
tions from the Wright patent. That 
is not so. The Wrights flew be- 
fore I did, but they flew in private, 
and I never had the slightest chance 
to learn anything from their ma- 
chine. I had made flights in four 
different planes and in public be- 
fore the Wrights ever made any pub- 
lic flight whatever. 

“The decision has cleared the 
skies. Aviation will now make great 
progress in America. My method is 
not to hold up my ideas by patents, 
but to hold my place by continual 
improvement, and that I believe to 
be the true and best path.”

POLITICS IN COURTS 


Ouarter of a Century on the 
Bench Brought Many 
Changes to Missourian. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 15—John F, 


Philips, Federal Judge for the Western 
District of Missouri, who is to retire 
June 2%, believes his quarter of @ cen- 
tury service on the bench has placed 
him where he is just becoming a good 
judge. 

The furist, who will be succeeded by 
Arba 8S. Van Valkenburgh, appointed 
Tuesday by President Taft, takes his 
retirement philisophically. 

“T have learned not to worry, because 
I have great confidence in the patriot- 
isr- and common sense of the people. 
The pendulum never swings so far in 
one direction that it does not swing 
entirely back. It adjusts itself after a 
while—after a good deal of tinkering— 
and the clock goes on,’’ he said. 

‘Ts there sufficient incentive for a 
lawyer to go on the bench? Well, if 
the Judge goes on the bench to ad- 
minister the law for the very love of 
the learning it requires, and is inspired 
with an ambition to make an honorable 
reputation, the opportunities for achieve- 
ment are, perhaps, greater now than 
ever in the history of the courts. 


Just Becoming Qualified, 
‘Tf, on the other hand, he goes on 


soft place, to get along smoothly with 
everybody and everything and be con- 
tent to draw his salary with prompt- 
ness and regularity, he will make little 
contribution to the judicial wealth of 
the world. He will be remembered al- 
Ways as a good fellow—a good-for-noth- 
ing. 

“There never was a time in the his- 
tory of the bench when there was great- 
er need for moral courage, learning, 
and good, practical common sense on 
the part of the Judge than now. 

‘“T am just beginning to de qualified 
as a judge. If I had about 25 years’ 
more work and experience, I would 
make a fairly good judge. Life is too 
short, and fust at the time when a 
man’s experience is ripest, and his 
judgment most steady and reliable, he 
quits either from physical tnfirmity or 
the impatience of those who want his 
place. 

“Litigation nowadays is, to my mind, 
more personal in its character, and 
there is more politics in law and litiga- 
tion in this day than I ever knew be- 
fore. When I first. came upon the 
bench in this State it was the very 
rarest thing that we had questions. of 
a political character, or cases which so 
much concerned the prejudices of peo- 
ple and communities. 

“Then the judge dealt almost ex- 
clusively with bare questions of law 
that attracted little attention to him 
personally, and did not appeal to the 
prejudices or special interests of the 
people or litigants, and for that 
reason there was rarely any adverse 
or unfriendly criticism of the actions 
of the judge. 


Other Considerations Now. 

“Because of the character of ques- 
tions with which he has to deal now- 
adays, it is difficult for the public to 
separate his absolute judicious action 
from the idea of the influence of per- 
sonal and political considerations. 

“All of this arises largely out of 
the new and complex conditions and 
the progress of civilization, commerce 
and trade; the multiplication of ecor- 
porations and corporation laws, es- 
pecially the interstate commerce law, 
which concern people generally. the 
creation and control of trusts. which 
have a more or less political bearing 
and coloring, and the judge’s action, 
if it happens to be against the claim 
of the locality or the public at large, 
subjects him to criticism ang often to 
the denunciation of politicians. 

‘Those are the things that make the 
office of the judge who exercises jur- 
isdiction over such subjects one of great 
responsibility, and often unpleasant re- 
sponsibility.’ 


Quits With No Grievances. 

“But when I retire from the bench it 
will be with no grievances, and with 
no special regrets other than the separ- 
ation from what has been my life work, 
and the turning to new sources of en- 
tertainment and usefulness. I am in 
possession to an unusual degree at my 
time of life of my faculties and physical 
powers, and I do not look with any 
gloomy forebodings to what I shall do 
or what it shall be.’’ 

Judge Philips, who is now past. 7% 
years old, half closed his eyes as if he 
were looking into the past. 

“It seems to me that more prejudice 
and passion creeps into the jury box 
than of old,”’ he said. 

“I think it is a good deal to be at- 
tributed to the intensity of the life 
we are leading, and a great deal of it 
grows out of the greed and Struggle for 
money. In these days it appears to be

The nation’s loss in 
1909 was, however, $196,000,000, despite the fact

A TAX REMEDY FOR MONOPLY. 

In his St. Paul speech Gifford Pinchot declared 
that conservation has‘captured the nation and 
its grasp upon the minds and consciences of the 
people has been strengthened by official oppo- 
sition. 

True, there is a tremendous public sentiment 
in favor of the conservation of natural resources 
as the heritage of the nation. It is a phase .of 
the greater sentiment against monopoly. The 
popular dread of monopoly is intuitive, but the 
sentiment of people has gone far beyond instinct. 
Within the past few years the revelations of 
the advances of monopoly and its intrenchment 
on the resources of the land have been astound- 
ing. 

One important point clearly recognized by the 
promotors of monopoly is beginning to be real- 
ized by the people. The only kind of monopoly 
to be feared as a permanent menace is the mo- 
nopoly of natural resources—the monopoly with 
its feet on the ground. The commercial monop- 
oly not based on land or its resources may be 
greedy and oppressive while it lives, but it is 
short-lived. It can only flourish by combina- 
tions and privilege. Its most effective advantage 
is railroad favor. But the monopoly of land 
and its resources, of coal] deposits, iron ore de- 
posits, copper and other minera] wealth, !s im- 
pregnable so long as it owns or controls the land. 
All of the powerful well-managed trusts are now 
reaching for the resourdes. 

These monopolies of natural resources are the 
enemies Mr. Pinchot is fighting. But the methods 
he proposes are not thoroughly effective. By 
setting aside power sites, coal and mineral de- 
posits, the Government may check monopoly. It 
is a wise measure of precaution, but it will not 
prevent or destroy monopoly. Local ififluences 
are against it. Potent arguments are urged to 
defeat the policy. Each locality wants its re- 
sources developed and wants capital invested in 
them. Each demands this as a necessity of 
growth. 

In the long run the great corporations can 
absorb the resources by purchase and the reser- 
vation of a part of them in the end helps monop- 
oly. It prevents access to the resources for pur- 
poses of competition. Moreover, several natural 
resources are now monopolized. Anthracite coal 
is monopolized and the United States Steel Co. 
has an ultimate monopoly of iron ore and coke 
coal. Their advantage will not be destroyed by 
conservation. 

The wise use of the taxing power will accom- 
plish the end. We might borrow a leaf from the 
budget of the English Liberals who are under- 
mining land monopoly with a tax on unused 
land. In Australia unused land pays a higher tax 
than land in use. If we taxed the value of re- 
sources or placed a tax on unused resources there 
could be no monopoly of resources. No corpor- 
ation or individual owner could afford to hold 
the taxed resources for monopoly. On the other 
hand, all unused resources would be available for 
development. Our policy would then be summed 
up in a sentence: 

All necessary resources for development; 
but none for monopoly.

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Birds in Forest Park Zoo.

It is an abuse of the 
saloon privilege, while the real con- 
trollers of the traffic keep hands off, 
that thousands suffer and radical pro- 
hibition thrives.

HYPNOTISM: ITS USES AND ABUSES. | 
LARGE number of people fear hypnotism. They think it 
A is some sort of mystic power by means of which a person 
can be made to perform acts and commit crimes, perhaps, 
against his will. 

It is mostly imaginary. The majority cannot be made to per- 
form acts or commit erimes, under hypnotism, if they would not do 
so in the normal condition. 

The reason for this is that the great subconscious mind, which 
never sleeps, is active in hypnotism, and fights the suggestions 
civen it. The instinct of self-preservation is stronger than aught 
else in the world; and it ultimately triumphs. 





As employed at the present day, hypnotism has two main uses. | 


(1) It is used in medicine and surgery, as a means of inducing a 
state of anesthesia, in which there is no pain; and in this condition 
operations may be performed, teeth extracted, without pain to the 
patient. 

Now, the question will probably arise: ‘‘How ean I hypnotize 
anyone?’’ In order to do this, you must have his consent and co- 
operation. Place your subject in an easy chair, in a quiet room, 
and ask him to relax every muscle in his body. After the subject 
has become relaxed and quiet in mind, the hypnotizer holds up a 
bright object just above his eyes, and about six inches from them, 
and asks him to gaze at it intently for several seconds. Soon the 
eyes will begin to water and tire, and the lids will have a tendency 
to droop. 

At this moment the hypnotist pockets the coin (or whatever 


_ the object may be), tells his subject to close his eyes, and proceeds 


to make passes over his forehead, and downward over the temples. 
While these passes are being made, suggestions should be made— 
such as: 

‘‘Now you are going to sleep, fast asleep; your eyes are tightly 
closed—you cannot open them—they are heavy—everything seems 
dark to you—you hear my voice and will follow out my suggestions 
—you are going sound asleep——sleep—sleep—sound asleep—sleep.’’ 

If the patient is at all sensitive he should not be in a condition 
rendering further suggestion easy. Passes may be made, and in 
this manner. headaches relieved, toothache cured, and great rest 
and relief afforded for tired nerves. Suggestions will cure many. 
maladies, as well-as bad habits, as before said. 

It must be remembered that all downward passes are ‘‘sleep’’ 
passes; and upward passes are ‘‘waking’’ passes. When you de- 
sire to wake your subject, therefore, you suggest that he is ‘‘

ing-to;’’ that he is awakening, etc., and at the same time make up- 
ward passes. Usually it is an easy matter to awaken the subject, 
and if this cannot be done at once let him sleep awhile, then waken 
It will be found easy to arouse him in an hour or so. 
However, I DO NOT ADVISE ANYONE TO TAMPER WITH 
HYPNOTISM until he knows everything about the subject, and 
the human mind and its workings. Like all powerful forces, hyp- 
notism is capable of doing harm as well as good.

WALTERS. DICKEY 
SEEKS, NOMINATION 
FOR U.S, SENATOR 


Formal Announcement of 
Candidacy to Be Postponed 
Till After August Primary. 








Walter S. Dickey is going into the 
race for the Republican nomination for 
United States Senator, according to in- 
formation received by Republican lead- 
ers in session at Jefferson City Wednes- 
day. 

News dispatches from the State capi- 
tal say that formal announcement of 
Dickey’s candidacy will be deferred un- 
til after the August primary election. 
Dickey’s friends are positive also that 
Senator Warner will be a candidate for 
re-election. 

This view, however, is not shared by 
influential members of the State Com- 
mittee, of which Dickey is cheirman. 

Most of them assert that Warner's de- 
fiance of the State organization and 
Gov. Hadley in the appointment of A. 
S. Van Valkenburgh of Kansas City for 
Judge of the. United States District 
Court, Indicates that he will seek no 
further favors at the hands of his party 
associates. 

The belief among Republican poli- 
ticlans is that John C. McKinley 
will be a candidate for the Senate 
again. McKinley won the nomina- 
tion over R. C. Kerens (now Austrian 
ambassador) at the election ‘two 
years ago, but found a Democratic 
Legislature. 

When seen by the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent at Jefferson City, 
Dickey refused to affirm or deny 
the report that he. is seeking the 
senatorial toga. ; 

“T am not ready to talk on that 
subject yet,” he said, “but I expect 
to have something to say later on 
and when I do I will talk loud 
enough.” 

At the session of the State Com- 
mittee the question of submitting a 
constitutional amendment for redis- 
tricting the State into senatorial 
districts was taken up. 

This will be submitted te the voters 
of the State through the initiative this 
fall. One feature of the amendment 
whieh will be ef interest te St. Louls 
and Kansas City especially is the pro- 
vision for the election of senators at 
large in those cities. They are now 
divided into districts by the circuit 
courts. There would be the same num- 
ber of senators from each, but they 
would run in the city at lerge..

WOMAN STABBED 
NEAR HEART, SAVES 
HUSBAND'S LIFE 


Follows Assailant Quarter of 
a Mile and Drives Him 
From His Victim. 








After being stabbed beneath the heart 
Anna Simon, 28 
years old, pursued ner assailant for a 
quarter of a mile and felled him with a 
club just as he was attempting to stab 
her husband, who lay helpless on the 
ground at his feet. 

Then she collapsed, and is in a critical 
condition Wednesday at the Sapper 
Stock Farm, Olive street and Woodson 
roads, St. Louis Couuty.

Wife Routs Assailant. 

Simon sprang toward him, and the 
man fled up the Woodson road. As 
Simon overtook hint, after a quarter of 
a mile chase, the fugitive turned upon 
him and sliced the muscle of his arm, 
disabling it. Buskin then knocked Si- 
mon down, the latter says, jumped on 
him and was menacing him with the 
dagger when Mrs. Simon ran. up and 
brought a stick of firewood down upon 
Buskin’s head. He dropped, but leaped 
up after a few seconds and took to his 
heels. 

Simon called fér aid ana helped carry 
Mrs. Simon to the stock farm, where 
she was treated by Dr. R. bp. Moore of 
Olivette. She was to be removed to a 
hospital Wednesday afternoon. 

Simon says that Buskin was dis- 
charged Tuesday by the foreman of 
another gang, for whom he worked.

A. A. A. GIVES DEFINITION 
OF AMATEUR AUTO DRIVER 


NEW YORK, June 15.—The definition 
of an amateur automobile driver has 
been officially determined by the Con- 
test Board of the American Automobile 
Assuciation. There has hitherto been 
considerable controversy over this point. 

According to the committee’s ruling, 
an amateur is a man who has never 
driven or raced a motor car for pay, 
either in cash or any other valuable 
consideration, who has never’ competed 
for a cash prize, who does not make 
any part of his livelihood as a result 
of racing or driving, or as @ demon- 
strator or tester. He must not have 
otherwise received “financial reward for 
engaging in competition;” he must not 


or accessory industries; he must never 
have been declared a professional by 
any sport-governing body. The accept- 
ance of traveling, hotel or other ex- 
penses in connection with a contest will 





be considered a violation of the rules.
